AFFAIRS ON ISTHMUS 


No Evidence of Invasion of Pan- 
ama — Indian Chief Returns 
From [Conference With 
Colombians. 


Colon, Jan. 4.—An Indian courier, who 
came in last night, reports Indian Chief 
Inanaquina has returned to Carti. Inana- 
quina w saconveyed by Colombian au­ 
thorities to Tixm ati, from which point he 
and his party coasted to Cart! In canoes. 
The courier says Inanaquina is silent con­ 
cerning his conference with Colombian of­ 
ficers, but th e courier supposes Colom­ 
bians attem pted to win the good will of 
the chief with a view to learning w hat 
the United States naval authorities were 
doing along the coast. 
The general situation on this side of the 
Isthmus is tranquil. There is no evidence 
a t Colon th a t Colombian force« . from 
Titum ali or elsewhere are undertaking 
any movement, either by sea or land, w ith 
a view to invading Panam anian territory. 
The 
only 
Colombian troops which are 
known to be near Panam anian territory 
are those under command 
of 
General 
Ortl* a t T itum ali and which are variously 
estim ated a t between 1.500 and 2,500 men. 
T n^fcam p has been established for the 
past six weeks and was discovered by the 
United States cruiser A tlanta when Ortiz 
was interviewed by Lieutenant Perrill. 
Ortiz’ men have undoubtedly scouted to ­ 
w ard Panam anian, territory, 
but 
m ost 
careful exam inations conducted by naval 
authorities have failed to 
reveal 
their 
presence in m ilitary sense a t any tim e 
upon the territory of the new republic.

THE HAY AND BEYES COR­ 
RESPONDENCE 


Sent to Congress by the Presi­ 
dent With His Message—Let­ 
ters Written by Panama Min­ 
ister Also Included. 


W ashington, Jan. 4.—Accompanying the 
president’s message to day was corres 
pondence between General Reyes on be­ 
half 
of 
Colombia and Secretary Hay. 
Reyes’ first letter w as dated Dec. 8, in 
which he Inquired as to the attitude of 
the United States in event of landing of 
Colombian troops in Panam a. A feature 
of H ay's reply, dated Dec. 11, was his an­ 
sw er to Reyes’ inquiry concerning the 
landing of Colombian troops in Panam a. 
On this point H ay said:* 
“The governm ent of the United States 
would regard w ith the gravest concern 
any invasion ^of the territory of Panam a 
by 
Colombian 
troops, for thè reason 
bloodshed and disorder would inevitably 
result throughout the whole extent of the 
isthmus, and for the broader reason th at 
in the opinion of the president the time 
has come, in the interest of universal 
commerce and civilization, to close the 
chapter 
of 
sanguinary 
civil w ars in 
Panam a." 
• Dec. 30 H ay replied in a sim ilar m anner 
to a second letter from Reyes, practically 
repeating the inquiry made in his letter 
of Dec. 8, adding th a t the time which had 
elapsed since Dec. 11 had o n l/ tended to 
deepn the painful impression which would 
be created in this country by an arm ed in­ 
vasion of Panam a territory by Colombian 
troops and the sense of the responsibility 
which would thereby bo imposed on the 
governm ent o^ the United States. 
He 
said he. had been instructed to inform 
Reyes th at this governm ent has only the 
friendliest intentions 
tow ard Colombia 
and will not likely be provoked into as- 
sufhing a hostile attitude toward th a t re ­ 
public. 
. 
Two letters, w ritten by M inister Varili^, 
of Panam a, to the secretary of sta te we?e 
also made p art of the correspondence sent 
to the' senate. 
Both letters are under 
date of Dec. 31. The first, letter informs 
Hay, the governm ent of Panam a desired 
to receive im m ediately after exchange of 
ratifications of the treaty only $2,000,000 of 
the $10,000,000 to be paid by the U nited 
States, leaving the rem ainder to be late# 
employed for 
investm ent in consistent 
w ork which would perm anently represent 
the countervalue of expenses Incurred. 
According to this principal Varilli* in­ 
quires w hether the United States govern­ 
m ent would pay interest of 3 per cent an­ 
nually of the $8,000,000 which would be left 
in the United States treasury. 
He Sug­ 
gests the drafting of a special convention 
covering this point if it meets the ai)- 
furoval of the United States. 
The second letter inform s H ay th at 
V arilla had received a telegram from Ills 
governm ent declaring Panam a, as soon as 
its independence was recognized by Col­ 
ombia, intended to assum e p art of Col­ 
ombia’s exterior debt, of which the prin­ 
cipal w as settled a t i£2,000,000 by special 
convention and which is now accrued by 
unpaid interest. Panam a expressed readi­ 
ness to assum e a portion of the debt equal 
to the proportion of the population of 
Panam a and Colombia, about one to fif­ 
teen. 


N EW RAILROAD FRANCHISE. 
E ast St. Louis, Jan. 4.—The E ast St. 
Louis R ailroad and T ransfer company 
will ask. the city council for a franchise 
for a rig h t of w^iy for a railroad from a 
point beginning a t the northern lim its of 
the city, back of the National stock yards 
and extending down F irst street to a 
point south of the R elay depot. 
The 
m atter has been quietly pushed for some 
time, but no one seems to know who is 
behind the enterprise. 
A sim ilar ordinance was presented some 
tim e ago, b u t failed to pass. 
The new 
road will connect the Louisville & N ash­ 
ville railroad'and the new Gundlach coal 
roads directly w ith the stock .yards and 
the R elay depot.

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Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 4.—F ire gutted 
the northw est wing of th e state capitol 
to day w ith an approxim ate idsss of a half 
million. The cham ber of thejbouse of rep- 
rej?entatives is a m ass of ¿uined debris 
and cannot be fixed up in tim e for the 
approaching session of the legislature. 
The executive council of the state held a 
brief session this afternoon and announced 
the convening of the legislature will not 
bee postponed. 
It will meet one week 
from to day and arrangem ents will be 
made so th at the sessions ^an be com­ 
fortably made. 
i 
The origin of the fire is a m ystery and 
Governor Cummins, will order an immedi­ 
ate investigation: 
The supposition is it 
started either from 
lighted candle care­ 
lessly left burning or from an electric 
light wire. 
The fire originated near a 
shaft in committee room No. 5 and it 
spread upw ard and all around the celling 
of the house cham ber. The fire depart­ 
m ent was unable to fight the flames ef- 
fictively, the helghth of the building and 
elevation of the capitod site m aking the 
pressure impossible. The only thing pos­ 
sible was to cut off the progress of -the 
flames. 
The gallety of the house fell 
w ith a crash, a portion of the debris 
slightly inuring two firemen and endan­ 
gering th elives of several. Governor Cum 
mins then gave up hope and it was be ■ 
lieved. the building, w as doomed. 
Valuable volumes of the state library, 
located near the lire, were fremoved and 
the state offici were emptied. The funds 
of the.state treasurer were loaded on a 
wagon and carried to a bank ior-deposit. 
The governor, clad in rubber boots and 
a rough coat, engaged in tho work of 
fighting the fire. A fter a conference with 
the governor it was decided to send for 
a steam engine from Stuart, but when it 
arrived the fire had luirnod itself out in 
the wing in which it started and its spread 
wns prevented. 
To night the beautiful state capitol pre­ 
sents a scene of desolation. The marble 
staircases arc covered with ice, floors 
flowing with w ater and offices flooded. 
Slany beautiful frescoes in the chamber of 
the house can never be replaced. 
The Iowa capitol is ope oi: the m ost 
beautiful in the United States. It Is bulit 
along lines of the capitol at Albany. I t 
has been the pride of the state and cost 
$3,000,000. 
The sta te capitol commission, 
appointed for this purpose, had just" com­ 
pleted repairs of the building at* a cost 
of $125,000, m ost of which were expended 
in the cham ber which is ruined. 
The 
building w as supposed to be fireproof, 
but the use of several false ceiling in the 
house furnished excellent m aterial for 
the flames. 
Governor Cummins stated to nisht the 
house cham ber could not possibly be re­ 
paired this winter. 
E stim ates of the loss vary. 
Governor 
Cummins placed ii a t $300,000, but the m a­ 
jority of estim ates place thè loss a t 
$500,000.

Taunton, Mass., Jan. 4.—The woman's 
wing of the state insane asylum, was dam ­ 
aged by fire to night. Five hundred pa­ 
tients were safely taken out. Loss, $50,000. 
Chicago, Jan. 4.—The Delaware ap art­ 
m ent building a t Sixty-fourth street and 
Cottage Grove avenue burned this even- ! 
ing. tl Was a fram e building and a relic 
of the world’s fair. One hundred and fifty 
persons were rendered homeless and there 
were many narrow escapes from death in 
the flames. The fire started from a kero­ 
sene lam p used b y , a plum ber thaw ing a, 
frozen w ater pipe. Loss,- $20,000. 
Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 4.—The Argo 
flour mill burned to day. Loss, $50,000.

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Men of Prominence From City, 
State and Nation Assemble at 
New York—Speech of Richard 
Olney.

New York, Jan. 4.—Democrats of prom­ 
inence from the city, state and nation as­ 
sembled here to night, a t a dinner in honor 
of George B. McClellan, newly installed 
mayor, of New York city. Grover Cleve 
land. Judge Alton B. Parker, Senator Ar­ 
thur P. Gorman of M aryland and Senator 
Morgan of Alabam a serit letters of regret 
•Cleveland’s letter referred entirely to 
the governm ent of 
York city and the 
influence it will h a v ^ p n citizns through­ 
out the country. H e said the m anner in 
which the Democracy of the city meets its 
responsibilities will determ ine the extent 
to which the people “will be willing to 
trust.the Democracy of the national in tho* 
broader fields 
governm ental rule.” 
The speakora- included M ayor McClellan, 
Richard Olney, I^ivid B. Hill, Charles A. 
Towne and Congressman Dearmoiid. 
M ayor McClellan spoke briefly, urging 
the party to unite so th a t “ we m ay restore 
the rule pf the people in its tuest sense 
and Insure to ourselves and posterity the 
blessings of liberty.” 
Mr. Olney was the next speaker, saying 
In part: 
A fter an opening personal tribute to 
McClellan and the Democratic party, Ol 
ney declared it was a m isfortune for the 
country th a t the Republican party had for 
seven years been in undisputed control of 
all departm ents of the government and he 
considered the present gathering a good 
sign that there will be In the future a 
well organized and patriotic opposition. 
Recounting w hat the- Democratic party 
would stand for, he said that in m atters 
of foreign policy it will stand for inter­ 
national m orality and decent internal con­ 
duct; for observance of treaties and obedi­ 
ence to internal, law; for respect for the 
rights of every liation, -how ever sm all; 
for refusal to. take by stealth of by rob­ 
bery w hat we have no right to get except“ 
by consent of the owners; for continuing 
out traditional role as defender of weaker 
states of this hemisphere Instead of be­ 
coming their spoliator; for minding our 
own business generally without meddling 
w ith internal affairs of foreign countries 
and w ithout m aking rum ors and trivial 
events pretexts for m ilitary dem onstra­ 
tions in foreign ports. 
In domestic af­ 
fairs it will repudiate the "stand pat” 
policy, will advocate economy and favor 
such tariff! reform and revision as indus­ 
trial conditions dem and; will stand for 
clean adm inistration and official conduct, 
free from every suspicion of ."graft” ; for 
am endm ents of existing tariff schedules 
in the interest of the country at large and 
not, in th a t of special syndicates-or fav­ 
ored Industries; for such access to foreign 
m arkets by tariff adjustm ents or recipro­ 
city treaties as will enable American* pro- 
ducers to dispose of their surplus prod­ 
ucts; for taking from so-called “trusts” , 
that ki$d and degree of protection which 
enables them both to-monopolize the Home 
m arket and to sell to foreign consumers 
a t prices greatly below those made to do­ 
m estic 
consumers. 
“The 
Democratic 
party,” he said, continuing, “ will first of 
all stand for a pacific Instead of a mili­ 
tant republic; for appeal to the last resort 
of*the kings only in legitim ate self-de­ 
fense, and not for criminal aggression; 
for an arm y and fleet com m ensurate with 
actual needs, but not used either as play­ 
things or to bully the weak or provoke tho 
strong: in short, for things th at m ake for 
pfcace and not for war. The Democratic 
party will also stand for supremacy of the 
law;— for law for nations no less than for 
individuals; for law for the greatest as 
not exempted from its power, and for the 
very least as feeling its care; for law for 
capitalists and law for w age-eam ers; for 
law for presidents and cabinets.as well as 
for the hum blest of’private citizens.” 
Upon these issues, h e believed, opposi­ 
tion to the Republican party will eventu­ 
ally prevail and the American people will 
resum e their norm al habits of thought 
and action.

“Mr. Chairman, th e m an of all men most 


thoroughly representative, of national poll* 
cies I have Indicated; the m ost capable 
and sure of m aking them effective—oppor­ 
tunity being given—a m an of proven 
courage in his convictions, who has never 


yet turned his back upon the approach of

Malta, Jan. 4.—Five Russian torpedo 
boat destroyers sailed from here to day in 
an eastw ard direction. 
Paris, Jan. 4,—The St. Petersburg cor­ 
respondent of the Paris edition of the 
Now York H erald says the reply of R us­ 
sia to Japan is now in the hands of Ad­ 
m iral Alexieff, Russian viceroy in the far 
east, who will deliver it when he considers 
a fitting moment has arrived.

"An "act to provide for the constrtrctlon

By the said act the preuident was au- 
thorizid to «ecure for the United StatcB 
the property of the Panama Canal com- 
paijy arid the perpetual control of a strip 
a mile« wide across the iwthmus of Pana­ 
ma. It was further provided''that should 
the president be unable to obtain for the 
United States a satisfactory title to th¿¡ 
property of the new Panama Canal com­ 
pany and the territory v'bgki4jvbgkqjbbgk 
rltory of the Republic of Colombia 
within a reasonable time and upon reason­ 
able termn, then the president should en­ 
deavor to provide for a canal by the 
Níearaugá route only If within a reafibn- 
al)le time, he could not obtain “control 
<if the necessary territory of the republic 
of Colombia,*’ This control has now been 
obtained; the prbvisioi^ of the act have 
l)f'en compiled with; it Is no longer pos­ 
sible under existing legislation to go to 
ine Nicaragua route,as an alternative. 


This act marked the climax on the part 
of the United States to secure, so far as 
legislation wSs concerned, an interoceanic 
canal across the isthmus. 
The effort to 
secure a treaty for this purpose with one 
of the Central American republics did 
not stand on the same footing with the 
effort to secOre a treaty under any ordi­ 
nary conditions. The proper pp.sition for 
the United. States to ass.ume in reference 
to thi.s canal, and therefore to the ‘gov­ 
ernments of the isthmu.s, has been clearly 
.«et forih by Secjetary Ca.ss in 1858. 
In 
iny annual message I have already quoted 
what Secretary Ca.ss said; but I repeat 
the quotatfon here because the principle 
It states is fundamental: 


“ While the rights of sovereignty of the 
.states «ccupying this region (Central 
America) should always be respected, we 
shall expect that these rights be exer­ 
cised In a spirit befitting the occasion 
and the wants and circumstances that 
have ari.sen. 
Sovereignty has its duties 
as well as its right.s, and none of these 
local governments, even if administered 
with more regard to the just demands of 
other natlOTis than they hav^e been, would 
ho permitted, in a spirit of eastern isola­ 
tion, to close the gates of inter<?oiirsfe on 
the great highways of the world, and 
jii.stify the act by the pretention that 
Lhe.^-e avenues of trade and travel belong 
to them gpd that they choo8C to shut 
them, or, what i.<i almost equivalent, to 
encumber them with such unjust relatidns 
:iH would prev'ent their general use.” 


The principle thus enunciated by Sec­ 
retary Cass wa.s .sound then and Is soUnd 
now. 
The T'nited States has t¿íken the 
l»oHÍtlon that no other government is to 
liuild the canal. In 18SÍ» when France pro- 
po.sed to come to the aid of the French 
i'anama company by guaranteeing their 
l,ond.s, the senate of the ITnited Stjtates in’ 
executive session, with only .some three 
votes dissenting, passed a resolution as 
follows: 


That the government of 
the 
United 
States will look with .serious concern and 
disapproval . upon any connection of any 
l*]uropean government with the construc- 
Uon or control of any .ship'canal-racross 
the isthmus of Darien or acru.«is Central 
America, and m ust regard any such con­ 
nection or control as Injurious the the just 
rights and interests of the United States 
and a.s a menace to their welfare. 


Under the Hay-Pauncefote treaty it was 
er-cplieltly provided that the United States 
hould control police, and protect the canal 
v.'hich was'to be built, keeping it open for 
the vessels of all nations on equal terms. 
The United tate.s thus a.ssumed the po.si- 
tion of guarantor of the canal and of its 
peaceful use by all 'the world. The guar­ 
antee included as a m atter of course the 
l.uilding of the canal. The enterprize was 
recognized as responding to an Interna­ 
tional need; and it would be the veriest 
traversity on right and justice to treat the 
governments in possession of»"the isthmus 
as haviiig the right, in the language of 
Mr. Cass, “to clos« the gates of m ien uut* 
on the great highways of the world, and 
justify the act by the pretention that these 
avenues of trade and travel blonged to 
them and that they choose to shut them.” 
When this government*’ submitted to 
Colombia the Hay-Herran treaty, three 
things were, therefore, alread5' .settled. 


One was that the canal should be built. 
Th time for delay, the time for permitting 
The time for delay, the time for permitting 
prl.se.s, the time for permitting any gov­ 
ernment of anti-social spirit and of im- 
perfect development to liar the work, was 
l»ast. The Xfnited States had assumed in 
connection with the canal certain respon- 
f;ibilltles not only to Its own people, but 
to the civilized world, which imperatively 
demanded that there should no longer We 
delay in beginning the work. 


Scond. While it was settled that the 
canal should be built without unnecessary 
or improper delay, It was no less clearly 
.Khown to be our purpose to deal not mere­ 
ly in the spirit of justice but in a spirit 
of generosity with the people through 
whose land we might build it. The Hay- 
Herran treaty, if it erred at all, erred 
in the direction of an over génerouslty to- 
warc^ tlie Colombian government. 
In- 
our anxiety to be fair we had gone to the 
very verge in yielding to a weak nation’s 
demands what that nation was helplessly 
unable to enforce from us against our 
will. The only criticisms made upon the 
administration for the terms of the Hay- 
Herrán treaty were for having gránted 
too much to Colombia, not for failure to 
grant enough. 
Neither in the congress 
or in the public press, at the time that 
this treaty was formulated,^ was ther*e 
complaint that it did ndi in the fullest and 
amplest manner guarantee to Colombiá 
everything that she could by any color 
of title demand. 
' 


Nor is the fact to be lost sight of that 
the :xejected treaty, whil3 generously re­ 
sponding to the pecuniary t’emnnds of 
Colombia, in other respects meit-o. - ¡-o- 
vided for the construction Of the canai : 
in conformity with the._express require­ 
ments of th^ act of the congress of June 
28, 1902. By that act, as heretofore quoted, 
the president was authorized to ácauire 
from Colombia, for thè purpose of the* 
canal, .“perpetual Control” of a certain 
strip of land: and it was expressly re­ 
quired that the “control” thus to be ob­ 
tained should includfe “jurisdiction” to 
make police and sanitary reerulations and 
.to establish such judicial tribunals as 
be agreed on for their enforcement, 
were conditionis precedent préstírib- 
ed by the congress; and for their ’fulfill- 
'ment suitable stipulations were embod- 
led in the treaty. It has been stated in 
.public p rin ts .^hat Colombia objected' to 
|these stipulations, ,on the gfround that 
-thej^ involved a relinquishmeiit of her 
sovereignty;” but in the light of what 
ihas taken' ^lace, tliis alleg^* objection 
inust bè considered a s . an afterthought.

The government forces In Panam a and 
Colon, numbering less than 1,500 men, are 
reported to be little more than friendly 
to the revolutionary spirit. 
They have 
been ill paid since the revolution^ closed 
and their only hope of prompt payment 
i.s another war. 


General Huerte.s; commander of the 
forces, who is obstehtially loyal to the 
Bogota government, is said to.be secret 
ly friendly to the proposed revolution 
At least, all his per.sonal friends are open 
in denounceatlon of the Bogota govern 
ment and the failure of the Colombian 
congress to ratify the canal treaty. 


The^.concensus of opinion gathered from 
late arrivals from the isthmus is that the 
revolution is coming, and that it will 
succeed. 


A special dispatch to the Washington 
Post, under date of New York, Sept. 1 
runs as follows: 


“B. G. Duque, editor and proprietor of 
the Panama Star and Herald, a re.sldent 
of the Isthmus during the past twenty 
seven years, who arrived, today In New 
York, declared that Jf the canal treaty 
fell through a revolution would be likely 
to follow. 


“There ’.Is a very strong feeling ip 
Panama,” said * Mr. Duque, “that Col 
qmbla, In negotiating the sale of a canal 
concession in Panama, is looking for 
profU.s that might just as well go to 
Panama herself. 


The Colombian government, only the 
other day, suppressed a newspaper that 
dared to speak of independence for Pana 
ma. A while ago there was a secret plan 
afoot to- cut loose from Colombia and 
seek the protection of the United States.’ 
Tn the New York Herald of Sept. 10, the 
following statement appeared: 


Representative.s of strong interests on 
the isthmus of Panama who make their 
headquarters in this citj’ are considering 
a plan of action to be undertaken in co­ 
operation "With men of similar views in 
Panama and Colon to bring about a rev­ 
olution and form an independent govern­ 
ment in Panama opposed to that In Bogo­ 
ta. 


There is much Indignation on the isth­ 
mus on account of the failure of the canal 
treat.v, which is ascribed to authorities 
at Bogota. This opinion is believed to be 
shared by a majoiity of the isthmusians 
of all shades of political belief, and they 
think it is for their best interests for a 
new republic to be formed on the isthmus 
which may unegotlate directly with the 
United States a new treaty which will 
permit the digging of the Panama ^canal 
under favorable conditions. 


in the New York Times under date of 
Sept. 13, there appeared from Bogota the 
following statement: 


A proposal made by Senor Perez ySotos 
to ask the execative to appoint an antl- 
cessionist governor in Panamá has been 
approved by the senate. Speakers in the 
senate said that Senor Obaldia, who was 
recently appointed governor of Panama, 
£tnd who is favorable to the canal treaty, 
was a menace to the national integrity. 
Senator Marroquin protested against the 
action _i>f the senate. 


President Mhrroquin succeeded later 
in calming^ the congressmen. I t appears 
that he was able to give them .satlsfac- 
torj’ reasons íor Governor Obaldia’s ap­ 
point. 
He appears to realize the immi­ 
nent peril of the isthmus of Panama de­ 
claring Its independence. 


In the New York Herald of Oct. 26 
it was reported that a revolutionary exy 
pedltion of about seventy mep had act­ 
ually landed on the isthmus. 
In the 
Washington Post of Oct. 29 It was report 
ed from Panama that in view* of*the im­ 
pending trouble on the Isthmus the èo- 
ota government had gathered troops in 
sufficient numbers to at once put down an 
attem pt at seccéssion. In the New York 
Herald of Oct. 30 it was announced from 
Panama* that Bogota was hurrying troops 
to the i.sthmus to put ^own the projected 
revolt. In the New York. Herald of Nov. 


it was announced that in Bogota the 
congress had 
indorsed

measui^es taken to meet the situation on 
the isthmus and that 6,000 men were aboLt 
to be’sent there.

pllcity by this government in the revolu­ 
tionary movement in Panama. They are 
as destitute of foundation as of propri­ 
ety. The* only excvise for my mentioning, 
them 
the fear lest unthinking persons 
might mistake for acquiescence the* si­ 
lence of mere self-respect. I think proper 
to say, therefore, that no one connected 
with this government had any part in 
preparing, inciting, or encouraging the 
late revolution'on the Isthurhs of Pana­ 
ma, and that save from the reports of 
our military and naval officer.^, given 
above, no one connected with this gov­ 
ernment had any previous knowledge of 
the rev'olution except such as was ac­ 
cessible to any person of ordinary In­ 
telligence who read the newspapers and 
kept up a current acquaintance with pub­ 
lic affairs. 


By the unanimous action of its people, 
without the firing of a shot—i\’ith a un- 
anlmlt:^' hardly before recorded in any 
similar case—the i>epple of Panama de­ 
clared^ themselves an Independent repub­ 
lic. 
Their recognition by this govern­ 
ment was based upon a state of facts in 
no way dependent for its justification 
upon our action in'ordinary ca.ses. I have 
not denied, nor do I wish to deny, either 
the validity or the propriety* of the gen- 
emal rule that a new state should not be 
recognized as Independent till »it bps 
.shown its ability to maintain its in­ 
dependence. 
This rule is derived from 
the priniciple ot nonintervention, and as 
a corollary of that priniciple has gener­ 
ally been observed by the United ,State.s. 
But, like the principle from which it is 
deduced, the rule Is subject to exceptions: 
and there are in my opinion clear and 
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Imperative reasons why a departure from 
it was Justified and even required in the 
present instance. 


Long before the conclusion of the Hay- 
Herran treaty the course of events had 
shown that a canal to Connect the At­ 
lantic and Pacific oceans must be built 
by the United States or not at all. Ex­ 
perience had demonstrated that private 
enterprise was entirely lnade<iuate for the 
purpose and 
a 
fixed 
policy declared 
b^ the United States,^ on many memo­ 
rable 
occasions, 
and 
supported 
by 
the practically unanjmous voice of Amer­ 
ican opinion, had rendered it morally 
impossible that the work should be un­ 
dertaken by European powers, 
either 
sirigly or in combination. Such were the 
universally recognized conditions oh which 
the legislation of the congress was based, 
and on which the late negotiations with 
Colombia were begun * and 
Concluded. 
Nevertheless,, when the 'well-considered 
agreement was rejected by Colombia and 
the revolution on the Isthmus ensued, 
one of Colombia’s first acts was to invoke 
the intervention of the United States; nor 
does her invitation appear to have been 
confined to this government alone. 


The recognition of* the Republic of 
Panama waa an act justifiîd by the in­ 
terests of collective civilization to effect 
an object the accomplishment of which 
was demanded in the interest of mankind, 
the United States hold 
that 
position 
with - regard to the interoceanic canal. 
Since our purpose to build the canal was 
definitely announced, ; there have come 
from all quarters assurances of approval 
and encouragment. In which even Colom­ 
bia herself at one time participated; and 
to general assurances weiré added' speci­ 
fic acts and declarations. In order that 
no obstacle might stand in our way^ 
Gfrèat Britain renounced important rights 
uhder the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty' and 
aigreed to its abrogation, receiving in re^ 
tun» npthing but crtir honorable pledge 
to build the canal and protect it .as atic 
open highway. 
It was In view, of this 
pledge, and of the proposed enactment 
by the congress of the United Srsttes of 
legtelation to give it immediate effect, 
that thé second Pan-Am,erican. confer^ 
efifce, àt the City of Meiicico, on Jah: '22, 
1S0BÇ. adopted the following > resòlùtióh: 
VThe republic«, assembled at the inter- 
naUòha.l cohferénce of Mexico applaud 
thé purpose of the United liâ tes govern­ 
ment to construct an ihteji^ceanic' canàìf 
and acknowledge that this work will not 
only be worthy of the greatness of * the

He 
attemisied to put out the flames, and 
being unable to do .so, tohl a i?lerk up­ 
stairs of thè fire, ánd the latter hast­ 
ened down, but found the cellar al­ 
ready full of smoke; so he told Mr. 
Floreth, who lost no time in turning 
in an alarm,,and the department was 
promptly on hand, while 
a 
poliee 
force guarded the front door, around 
which a great throng qliickly cmigre- 
gat<?d. 
A dense ma.ss 
of offensive 
smoke poured from the cellar into 
(ivery*part of the house and fitted the 
first story so that nothing could be 
seen in it for some tinie. A stream 
from the chemical was fir.st turnetl 
on and soon the engine was puffing 
away, and short work w^s made of 
the incipient 
conflagration, though 
not until immense damage had been 
done to the entire stock by the dense 
volume of smoke that went from cel­ 
lar to garret. Mr. Floreth says he is 
absolutely at a loss to account for 
the origiii of the fire. There was no 
grease and no condition favorable to 
sjiontaneous combustion, and the spot 
where the fire first began was over 
twenty feet from the furnace door. 
There was'a gas jot, but that was 
turned down low, and was in such a' 
positon that it could not have com­ 
municated any fire to anything in the 
cellar. 
There were no goocls down 
there except the cotton batting, which 
had been kept there for years without 
any thought 
of 
trouble from any 
source. Mr. Floreth says he had the 
cellar kept free from rubbish and 
can only conclude that the fire came 
from 
an origin calculated to be 
shrouded in my.stery, as the outer 
cellar door was closed and no one ex­ 
cept persons connected with the store 
could have gained access to the lower 
part of the premises, and all are care­ 
ful regarding fire. 
As has already 
l>een said, the direct loss of the goods 
in the cellar w’ill be 
light, but the 
damage to the stock elsewhere canas 
yet hardly be estiniiited.

As a physician no man was ever 
more conscientious or more highly de­ 
voted to the practico of his profess­ 
ion than I)r. Ilalsted. Xaturally con­ 
servative. and cautious, the elements 
of his chanicter combined with rare 
professonal skill, were so blended as 
to give him a high place in his call­ 
ing and he was ever recognized as ?i 
man of sound judgment and discre­ 
tion.

lie eomiiKUKled the universal re­ 
spect of the community and in his 
profes.sion he was eminenlly success­ 
ful. Of Qauker descent, he was of a

the street and applied it to the faces 
and hands of two women, three little 
girls and one man, with o t^ rs help­ 
ing me bandage them up with any 
rags we could find. They were after­ 
ward taken home by friends who 
found them. By this time I was ready 
to be taken to the fresh air and did 
not recover from the terrible experi­ 
ence till to day. May the good Lord 
save me from ever liaving any more 
such experiences, and yet I felt sorr>' 
I was Hot able to help the hundreds 
of others who were so much in need 
of even the small relief I was anx­ 
ious to give them* Volumes could Ik; 
written of experiences in that terrible 
half hour. The gas from the chemical 
lights seems 
to have suffocated a 
large per t5ent of them and manj* 
were dead before the fire touched 
them.

course needless to add that his inten­ 
tions have r^eived a strong impetus 
by the recent disaster in Chicago- He 
means to use his full powers in the 
enforcement of what he deems reas­ 
onable in the matter and according to 
law and what authority he lacks he 
will ask the coimcil to bestow in au 
ordinance to be presented either to 
night at a called meeting or at the 
regular 
meeting Thursday night. 
This is certainly no time for tempor^ 
izing.

The Journal has no desire to cre­ 
ate any uneasiness, but deems is 
proper to state facts. Mayor Davis 
finds that the lower floor, of the op­ 
era house is .reasonably well provided 
with exits, though the carriage door 
about half way down on the west side, 
should open outward instead of in­ 
ward, as it does now. 
Then the|e 
would be the principal exit, -the car-^ 
riage door, the stage and the sou& 
doors. 
The balcony has no fire es­ 
capes arid an entrance too small and 
the gallery is like it, only more so, 
for it is higher up. M ^or Davis re­ 
gards it reasonable and accofdíñg to 
law tlwt these entran<^s and exits 
should be improved ; fire escapes from 
the u j ^ r stories of both opera house 
and other jmrts of the building ^ould 
be provided; 
all 
exits should be 
plainly indicated by red lights burn­ 
ing all tiie time during performances'; 
there shoulid be a suitable fire alarm 
or means of communication witli the 
department right on the stage for use 
in case of emergency. 


Mayor Davis will certainly have, 
the indorsement oiall reasonable citi­ 
zens in his coui^.

When 
a granite utensil begins to leak en­ 
large the hole and drive in it a cop­ 
per rivet. 
This will take a very 
fchort time, not mucìi_ strcngtli, an¿ 
the leak will be effectually stepped 
You can buy different bizes of cop­ 
per rivetii ut hardware stores. Tliey 
come assorted in packages and~ought 
not to cost more than 5 cents a pack­ 
age. 
One package ought to mend 
all the leaking granite ware that yoii 
will uie in jour whole lifetiiiie.' 


The rivets have a^ head at one 
end. 
The sniall end should be in­ 
serted in the hole in the article you 
desire to mend and pressed through. 
Then the. vessel should be placed 
on soniefhing iirm and lite end of 
the rivet hammered down or flatten­ 
ed out. This will hold it in place. 
You will find that the rivets are 
soft and very easily manipulated. 
It will be best to nierid a liole as 
soon as it is discovered. If it is al­ 
lowed to beconie too large the gran­ 
ite is liable to peél off fpV some dis­ 
tance around the hole. If tins hap- 
j)ens the ware will not hold a rivet, 
but will chip away. 


If you desire to mend an article 
made of wood fiber take some puj 
and carefully fill up the brealc. TlTcn 
..allow it to harden. 
This will last 
for a time if left as it is. However, 
the work may be made more sub­ 
stantial by painting it over and 
pressing a firm cloth over the paint. 
TJien paint it again> and your uten­ 
sil will be as strong as ever in that 
dace and even stronger than it wa? 
)efore. 


To Save the Fine Plates. 


For china closets, ^yhether in 
kitchen or in butter’s pantry, there 
:lias long been felt a need for some 
means of arranging the various sizes 
of platters belonging to any set of 
china without piling them on top 
of each other^ a most awkward and 
inconvenient method, with much 
risk of breakage W'hen handling 
them. There are now for sale plat­ 
ter rests niade of natural wood. 
Each dish has its separate and ap­ 
propriate rest with regard to its 
size. 
Th,e smallest one fits down 
on the front rest, the next size fol­ 
lows abbye, until the entire set is 
placed, ih e whole service not only 
shows to advantage, but is safely 
tó d so that each platter can be se­ 
lected at once. By this simple means 
these large dishes take up little 
room on the pantry shelf, and there 
is no longer noise or confusion in 
restoring tiiem to their places.

The French, the best cooks in the 
worlds perform their erftire task 
withint the Mea that is often given 
in this country in^^ houfeè of mo^d- 
erate size to the china closet alone, 
for the , American, following Ìiis 
English ancestor, has fallen into the 
habit of giving an undue amount 
of importance to the kitchen or 
service portion o l the honse.

his iiim to “come out strong” in the 
most depressing ancl adverse circum* 
stan<»s. An outline of the story was 
given and the traits of this inspiirit- 
ing hero w e^ depiiited in an attract­ 
ive way. His example was as helpfn 
as a sermon, and the text might have 
)een, “A cheerful heart doeth gooc 
ike a medicine.” 
The essayist then proceeded to show 
the benefit derived, amid the misfor­ 
tunes and discouragements of life, 
not only from such a character in fic­ 
tion, but from others in real exist­ 
ence. The ease of Robert Hall, brave 
and uncomplaining while in intense 
physical suffering, was instanced.
